IN THE LEGISLATURE 


In the Legislature during the pa$t 
week, the debate on the freight rates 
question was brought to a conclusion 
when after the committee named for 
the purpose had failed to agree on a 
joint resolution, the resolution pro¬ 
posed from the opposition was voted 
down 42 to 12, and the amendment 
from the Government benches was 
carried by the same vote. 

The motion proposed by 'Mr. De- 
chene calling upon the government 
for an explanation as to why certain 
branch lines had not bee^i proceeded 
with in the morth, was withdrawn 
following the statement made by Hon 
Mr. Smjth. minister of railways. 

On Thursday and Friday a debate 
proceeded on the wheat board ques¬ 
tion, the motion offered by Mr. 
Marshall of the opposition, calling for 
an explanation as to why the wheat 
board legislation had not been put 
inot effect, \^as amended from the 
government ranks .to the effect that 
*very effort should be made to put 
the legislation into effect for 1923. 
and urging the continuance of nego¬ 
tiations to that end. Premier Green - 
fied made a statement respecting the 
situation. 

On Tuesday, W. M. Davidson, the 
newly elected member for Calgary, 
was introduuced to the House and 
took his seat, on the independent 
benches. 

. Bills finally pas sed to date include. 
Urd' following: 

Respecting Community grazing, 
the act to confirm the revised stat¬ 
utes of Alberta, the act respecting 
private grazing associations, the act 
respecting agricultural societies is 
also down for third reading. 

W. C. Smith, member for Redcliff, 
has a motion on the order paper urg¬ 
ing a searching enquiry into the 
grain trade of Canada and other ex¬ 
porting countries, and as to more 
economical methods of handling 
transporting and marketing of grain. 

On Tuesday Mr. Christophers was 
told that no constable’s commissions 
had been issued to any persons in the 
employ of any coal mine. 

Mr. White on Tuesday was given 
information respecting contracts for 
school books, to the effect that an 
undertaking for a contract has been 
entered into with Toronto firms for 
supplies of readers II, III, IV and V 
at prices of $28.50, 32.10’ 37.50’ and 
41.50 rspectively. The contract will 
be for a period of three year subjec 
to and extension of ten years, with 
price revisions from time to time. 

The contracts made py; other west¬ 
ern provinces will be uniform. 

/Mr. White was also given inform¬ 
ation concerning negotiations between 
the telephone department and its em¬ 
ployees, to the effect that wages had 
been reduced from 2.50 to 5.00 per mo 
nth over the entire staff. 

Mr. Marshall was given information 
that the cost of work on the Bowness- 
Calgary road to date had been 7,774.96 
and that further improvements had 
not yet been decided on. 

Mr. Dechene was told that D., S. 
Woodlock of Spedden, was appointed 
a J.P. on reccormmendation of the 
council of the municipal district. He 
was also given information about Leo¬ 
nard &irard, operator of the ferry at 
Brosseau. He was also told that the 
purchase price of the south side hos¬ 
pital by the university from the city 
of Edmonton was $150,000. 

Mr. Andrews of Sedgewiek asked 


for a return as to the initial and aper¬ 
ating cost of the Sedgewiek demon¬ 
stration farm and the revenue from 
same. 

On Wednesday the annual report of 
the public works department, the ann¬ 
ual report of the pagriculturaldepart- 
ment, the annual report 6 f the mun¬ 
icipal affairs department were laid on 
the table. 

Premier Greenfield also gave the 
house a statement on the price of gas¬ 
oline. 

On Thursday Mr, Dechene was told 
that charges against Const. Moses of 
the Lac La Biche were being investi¬ 
gated 

Mr. Mitchell on Thursday requested 
a return respecting provincial bond 
Issues, and provincial liabilities with 
respect to seed grain, relief and other 
matters. 

Mr. Mitchell also asked for a re¬ 
turn with respett to civil patients at 
the Bowness sanatorium at Calgary. 

He also asked for a return respect¬ 
ing warrants from each department 
land the amounts raised by each.

RATEPAYERS MEETING 


The Annual rate-payers meeting 
was held at the Municipal Hall at 
Ristone, on Saturday the 17th instant 
at one o,clock in the afternoon. 

There were about seventy rate-pay¬ 
ers present. 

Mr. Nachtergaele returning officer 
declared the /meeting open for discus¬ 
sion of Municipal, affairs, and Reeve 
Ferguson then occupied the chair. 
The Reeve called upon the Secretary 
to read th annual report of the Coun¬ 
cillors after which Mr. E. B. Lang 
commenced the discusson. The items 
taken by Mr. Lang include tip seed 
grain alances, the oerdrawing of ap¬ 
propriation, printing and stationary, 
arrears of taxes, (collections, cash bal¬ 
ances etc., Aftey the figures of this 
M.D. -were compared with figures 
from other districts Mr. Lang and the 
meeting, were satisfied with the fin¬ 
ancial standing of this Municipal dis¬ 
trict. Mr. Lang t^ien moved Mr. Mc- 
Askill seconded that the financial 
statement be adopted. Carried. 

iMr. Lang advocated that a 20 per 
cent reduction be made' in labor for 
the coming yeay and that no cash be 
paid for labor, until all had been al¬ 
lowed to work out their arrears. Mr. 
Pitman expressed hrmsef in opposi¬ 
tion to Mr. Lang in this regard a$ he 
thought it was ony far that all tax¬ 
payers be allowed to work on the 
road whether they' ow*ed arrears or 
not. Mr. R. MicCluskey thought we 
did not have sufficient machinery for 
the requirements of the district. Mr. 
Ferguson advocated graded roads 
where possible. Messrs Pitman, Mcr 
Askill and Cryderman were in oppo¬ 
sition to Mr. Lang. 

Mr. Ferguson stated that all re- 
sdents of each district had the fir$t 
chance to do the road work, and that 
residents of other divisions were m- 
ployed only in cases of shortage. Mr. 
Pitman asked where the cash would 
come from if Mi*. Lang's ideq, were 
carried out and he stated that he had 
spent half a day trying to get men to 
come out and work on the road. Mr. 
Pitman also advocated that a dis¬ 
count be given on all current taxes 
paid within a certan time. Secretary 
explaned that this was contrary to 
the M. D. Act, but thought it was a 
matter for the Council to consider 
There ensued quite a discussion on 
the question of relief and Mr. Pound 
movd and Mr. Evans seconded that 
the names of persons who had receiv¬ 
ed relief should be publshed. Mr. 
Luig moved as an- amendment' that 
this ruling be applied only in the, fu¬ 
ture Mr. Pitman seconded ti e amend¬ 
ment. The amendment was carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. John Murray thoug*ht that if we 
had placed our confidence In the coun¬ 
cil we should leave it to their good 
ludgeimjent as to matters of relief. Mr. 
Belanger mentioned one case in his 
Division where $ 20.00 had been ad¬ 
vanced for relief and some had since 
been repaid. 

Mr. Pitman thought that bulls

addtion to the pound fees a fine of 
$25.Q0 should he imposed for every 
breach of,the By-Law :n this regard. 

Mr MoAfikill brought Up the mat¬

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the refuse, before freeze up protect 
the plants with a heavy mulch of 
stable manure As soon as the growth 
starts in the spring remove all loose 
straw and fork in the manure care¬ 
fully so as not to damage the roots 
of the young plants. Keep bed free 
from weeds by frequent light cultiva¬ 
tion and when dry w'eather sets in 
give a good mulch of well rotted 
manure and water thoroughly. 

The crop should not 'be cut this 
year> but do everything to encourage 
the plants to make good growth to in¬ 
crease the size of crowns for next 
'year. In the fall cut the ripened tops 
as in the previous year and burn then 
add a mulch of manure to/protect the 
plants. In the spring remove the 
loose straw and fork in the manure 
carefully as before; keep down weeds 
and the surface loose with hoe or rake 

A few if the stronger shoots may 
be cut this year but it is better to | 
ct sparingly and allow the strength 
to go into the crowns for next year 
when a heavier cutting can be made. 

Plants in their fourth year making 
good growth should be gone over ev¬ 
ery day; in catting use a knife and 
cut the shoot below'' the surface of 
the ground being careful not to injure 
tlie crowns or immature shpots. 

Starting a bed with twro year old 
roots the I think in most cases prove 
m,ore satisfactory than raising plants 
from seed, as the first (cutting dan be 
made the second year after planting 
instead of the third or fourth with 
plants raised from seed. 


ASPARAGUS 


Iars. a little labor and co-operation 
the grocers bill could be at least in 
part provided for and a supply of 
fine fresh asparagus provided for the 
family the yalue of which cannot be 
computed in dollars and cents. 

Common Asparagus (Asparagus 
Officinalis) from which the improved 
varieties in present use have been 
derived is a member of the Lily fam¬ 
ily. It is found throughout Europe 
and grows wild on trie south and 
southwestern coasts of England. 

It is a delicious .vegetable coming 
into use very early in the season and 
on this account shoud receive more 
favorable consideration from resi¬ 
dents of the prairies. 

Aspahagus is raised from seed, but 
where only a few plants are required 
it is better to purchase two year old 
roots, which can be obtained from 
any good nursury at a very reason¬ 
able price. 

It prefers a soil rich in humus, well 
drained with a southern exposure 
and should not be planted near trees 
or buildings which tends to produce 
long thin shoo<ts. 

To raise from seed, select ground 
that has been well worked and thj.-- 
oughly manured the previous year, 
loosen up and rake the surface fine, 
breaking up all lumps. Draw a fur¬ 
row with the rake or hoe about two 
inches deep; before sowing. Soak the 
seeds in warm water from 18 to 24 
hours. Sow' the seeds in the furrow 
as early in the spring as possible 
covering with fine soil and pressing 
firmly with the rake or hoe. 

As the foliage on the young plants ^ 
is very fine and hard to see, it Is a . 
good plan to mix With the seed a few i 
radish seeds as they germinate much 
quicker than asparagus, and their 
broad eaves show the rows mor 
plainly, making it possible to com¬ 
mence cultivation earlier without fear 
of damaging young plants 

As soon as the rows can be seen 
which should be in from 8 to 12 days 
commence cultivation with the rake 
to keep down weeds and concerve 
conserve moisture.. 

When the plants are well up thin 
out to two inches apar. Apply a 
mulch of well rotted manure at in¬ 
tervals of two or three weeks and 
if the weather is very dry water free¬ 
ly to encourage as much growth as 
possible before fall.. 

In the fall when the tops have with- 
j cred cut them down and Vemove to 
the rubbish heap to burn. Protect 
the young plants over w r inter by cov¬ 
ering with rrhnure, and allow them to 
remain in the seed bed until the fol 
lowing spring, when they may be re¬ 
moved to the permanent bed. 

A permanent asparagus bed if pro 
perlv made and cared for will con¬ 
tinue to yield a supply of good shoots 
for ten years or longer. It should 
therefore be located in a part of the 
garden where it will not be disturbed. 

Beds y may be made about 4 feet 
wide, any length, and the plants set 
from 11-2 to 2 feet apart each way, 
or they may be planted lnrows.plants 
2 feet apart and 4 feet between the 
I rows. 

To prepare the ground,! dig or 
trench to a depth of from 12 to 18 
inches incorporating a liberal sup¬ 
ply of well rotted manure with the 
soil 

Remove the soil «all over the bed to 
a depth of 8 inches and level care¬ 
fully with the ral^e. Mark where the 
plants are to be set, and make a small 
plants and set one over each mound 
spreading the roots out carefully, be 
sure the crown is resting on the soil. 

When the plants are in position re¬ 
place the soil about them pressing 
firmly about the roots, and cover the 
crowns to a depth of 5 inches As the 
plants make growth keep adding 
more feoil until the bed is level with 
the surrounding ground or slightly 
raised. 

Keep the bed free from weeds and 
the surface loose by frequent use of 
the hoe and rake. If the weather is 
dry mulch the bed with 4 inches of 
well rotted manure and water.

Three or four rate-payers urged the 
necessty of strict collection of ar¬ 
rears of taxes.

The candidates then gave short ad¬ 
dresses Mr. Pitman asked Mr. Tun- 
ney how the horse grader compared 
with the engine grader and Councilor 
Tunney gave figures showing that in 
some cases he had done the work just 
as cheaply, and he thought just as 
well. The feeling of the meeting ap¬ 
peared to be thnt^ the lght horse, grad¬ 
er was sutable for light land, but that 
it could hot do the work in heavy 
land and scjYjb. For this class of 
work the heavy grader was the on¬ 
ly sutable machine. Councillor Sew¬ 
ell stated that he had 4 mles of road 
graded which cost $200.00 to cut the 
brash, and Mr. H. S.\ Burton said 
that the little grader could not have 
done this job at all Mr. Burton also 
stated that there was only one engine 
in the district able to handle the big 
grader and only one owner willing to 
use his engine. Mr. Stevens, stated 
that as the last season was very dry 
and a very difficult year for the work 
accomplished. In answer to questions 
as to whether the big grader would 
stand up for the work Mr. Stevens 
stated after having fixed the rein¬ 
forcements supplied by the manufac¬ 
turers that the grader cannot be bent 
again. The following were then nom¬ 
inated for the Office of Councillor, 
Division No. 4, W. J. ewell; Division 
No 5, John McCluskey; Division No. 

6 W.' E. Tunney. At the expiry of 
the prescribed time, there being no 
other nominations the Returning Of¬ 
ficer declared these three duly elect¬ 
ed by acclamation as councillors for 
Divisions No. 4, 5, and 6 for the full 
term of two years. Reeve Ferguson 
then declared the meeting adjourned.

THE NATURAL RESOURCES j 

Premier Greenfield on Tusday ma 1 ^ 
a statement to the house concerning , 
the status of the natural resources j 
tiatione from February last until the 
the present time, Mr. Greenfield re- 
ferrd to the proposal, made by the 
Allerta Government, namely, the turn¬ 
ing over of the remaining resources 
to the province, present subsidy to be 
waived on condition that the compen 
sation be given for resources alieiated 
from the province for purely federal 
purposes. The province again agreed 
to waive all other claims, confining 
themselves to the 6,400.000 acres alien - 
iated just prior to the formation of the 
province, for subsidising construction 
of railways outside the province, these 
lands to be capitalized at a figure 
agreed upon, and the amount paid to 
the province over a term of years. 
Regarding this Mr. Greenfields state¬ 
ment declares: 

“The proposal appeared at that time 
and still appears to this government 
to be a basis of settjementwhich is fair 
equitable and sound in principle. 

In the meantime the proposal of this 
government was left to the consider¬ 
ation! of the federal government and 
in November last a further confer¬ 
ence was held|. 

At this conference it was apparent 
that the proposal submitted by us had 
not gained in favor with the domin¬ 
ion government and+heu conference re¬ 
sulted in the following verbal' offer 
being made by Premier King to this 
government, viz: 

To turn over to the government of 
the province of Alberta the natural re¬ 
sources still alternated plus the con¬ 
tinuation of the present subsidyfor 
three years. 

A similar offer, I understand, was 
made to the provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. 

This was entirely new ground, and 
in view of the basis upon which ne¬ 
gotiations had been carried on up to 
the present time, viz: compensation for 
lands aleniated fro purely federal pur¬ 
poses, the offer of the Premier came 
as a eurprise to us and the represent¬ 
atives of this province returned to 
Edmonton to consider in council the 
offer made by Premier King on behalf 
of the Dominion. 

We are strongly of the opinion that 
the government should insist that a 
a question of such importance and 
magnitude as the resources question 
should be settled on a matter of prin¬ 
ciple, not on a basis of barter z 

The offer was carefully considered by 
my colleagues and on January 2nd. I 
wrote Premier King setting out our 
understanding of the status of nego¬ 
tiations at that time and informed 
him that in the opinion of this govern¬ 
ment the offer made was quite inade¬ 
quate on any basis of valuation of 
the resources aleniated for strictly fed¬ 
eral puposes. 

There the matter rests at the pres¬ 
ent time. In conclusion let me say 
that the government feels that this is 
in no sense a party question butt a 
provincial question in the broadest 
question. Afttr renewing the nego- 
sence of the word and the government 
will welcome any constructive sug¬ 
gestions from the house that will as¬ 
sist in arriving at a settlement of the 
matter. 

There is no question that adminis¬ 
tration of the resources can be carr¬ 
ied on more economically by the pro¬ 
vince than by the Dominion. 

There is no question that In many 


ways it would be an advantage to the 
province to have, control of our lands 
both in the interests of agriculture 
and coal mining-the main two in¬ 

dustries of our province. 

There is some question as to the 
immediate pecuniary value to the 
province of the resourcs. but we feel 
that the governmenthave k 'serious 
responsibility to the people of this 
province in dealing with this matter. 

We are prepared to make every 
effort toward a settlement, but we 
must fully protect the interest of the 
people of the province in doing so. 

The province has a just right to a 

reasonable compensation and that 
right must not be sacrificed for the 
door is till open for further negotia¬ 
tions for settlement with the dominion 
government, but the government feels 
that their hands should not be tied in 
any way in conducting negotiations.” 

ALL BRITISH PRODUCTION 

The first all-British motion picture 
production to be received in the prov¬ 
ince for some time was reviewed by 
the provincial censor board the past 
week. The production comes from 
the Samuelson studios in Brita n, and 
marks another effort on the part of 
British producers to rival their Am¬ 
erican competitors. In many ways 
the production, it is safe to say equals 
and even surpasses some of the great 
American productions like the Birth 
of a Nation and Intolerance. The 
plot of the production covers the 
period of the reign of Queen Victoria 
from her coronation to her 50-year 
jubilee in 1887. The settings, cos¬ 
tumes etc., display an amazing ex¬ 
actness &!s to historical detail.

MUNICIPAL HOSPITALS 

ARE SUCCESSFUL 

There are thirteen municipal hos¬ 
pitals operating in the province now 
with 267 beds and the financial con¬ 
ditions at all these hospitals is said to 
be splendid. 

Inisfail is making applicatiin to be 
irgta.nized as a hospital district and 
the city of Red Deer has under dis¬ 
cussion an application to organize the 
city into a municipal hospital district. 

There is a rather unique scheme in 
operation at the Onoway hospital 
where the board engaged the services 
of a physician as medical superin¬ 
tendent of the hospital and in that 
hospital all medical, surgical and hos¬ 
pital service is provided at the hos¬ 
pital at the minimum rate and the 
hospital has been able to operate on 
that basis to financial satisfactioA. 

AIBERTA’S DRUG TRAFFIC 

Alberta has not as much reason to 
be alarmed about the drug traffic as 
some other provinces according to 
figures produced by the federal de¬ 
partment of hekltli at Ottowa, for 
this province stands far down the list 
of the provinces so far as the num¬ 
ber of registered drug addicts is con¬ 
cerned. Quebec tops the list with 
3800 registered addicts, British Col¬ 
umbia has 2250, Ontario 1800, Mani¬ 
toba 500, Alberta only 350. Saskatch¬ 
ewan and New Brunswick each have 
250, and Nova Scotia 200. Prince 
Edward Island has none. 

INTEREST IN CREAM GRADING 

A great deal of interest is being 
displayed by other provinces and 
some States in the Union in Alberta’s 
successful operation of ia< government 
cream grading system. Enquiries 
have been received from officials in 
several States as to the details of 
iperation. A movement is now on 
foot to have the system put into ef¬ 
fect in the other two prairie provinces

This may be diluted with a 
pint of water and kept for some days 
bottled and corked as a stock solu¬ 
tion. A teaspoonful of this solution 
should be added with stirring to each 
two gallons of water to be treated. 
After fifteen minutes all disease germ 
present will be destroyed. 

Farmers desirous of an analysis 
should write to the Division of Chem¬ 
istry, Experimental Farm Ottawa, for 
the necessary directions for the col¬ 
lection and shipment of the sample.
